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Tanspa, Fla., April 6.—The story of the 
terrible suffering lasting twenty hours is 
told by President Walker and .aiss New- 
ton, art teacher, the survivors of a sail- 
ing party of seven persons from Florida 
Methodist college at Sutherfand, whose 
boat capsized whije on the way back. to 
port after a day's outing on the gulf. 

In a catboat they left Sutherland Mon- 
day morning, satiing to Anclote, a resort 
on the coast about |15 miles distant. They 
spent two hours at Are<lote and then set 
sail for home. 

In the meantime a strong gale had 
arisen, which gradually grew, driving the | 
little craft off shore. Bourland, a student, 
was acting as skipper, but he lost control 
and a sudden gust of wind overturned the 
frail.craft, spilling the occupants into the 
water. In the driving wind the two men 
of the party had hard work in preventing 
the drowning of all the women at once, 
Except Miss O’Conner, the Oldest of the 
party, all managed to catch hold of the 
overturned craft. Miss O’Connor was not 
seen again until her body was found. 

All through the afternoon and into the 
night the wind stil] blowing a gale and 
the temperature being much colde? than 
usual jn this latitude, the chitled men and 
women held to the bottom of the boat.

Judge Jim Griggs has returned from 
New York, where h® went to look into 
the political situation.

ASKS POLICE AID 


Garland Radford, Aged 12, 
Tells Pitiful Story At Po- 
lice Barracks.

“Gariand “Radford, a 12-year-olg white 
boy, who went to the police barracks last 
night to get a place to sleep, told a pitiful 
story of being run away from his home 
by his stepmother. He said he had been 
wandering about the streets for a week, 
begging food during the day and sleep- 
ing on a dump shed in a railroad yard 
at night. 

The boy went to a house last night to 
ask for supper and he was advised to 
go to the police barracks. At the bar- 
racks he told the following story: 

‘My father, W. B: Radford, who wasa 
railroad yardmaster in Montgomery, Ala., 
died about eighteen months ago and my 
stepmother brought me here. My mother 
died ten years ago. My stepmotber has 
seven children, three of her own and four 
of my mother’s. About a month ago 
my eldest brother left home and went 
to Mobile to get work. Last Wednesday 
my stepmother told mé that I had to 
go out and make a living for myself, 
as she was not able to support the fam- 
ily, She takes in sewing and is helped 
some by the railroad with which my 
father worked when he died. I had to 
leave my home, which is in south At- 
lanta, on the Lakewood road. I[ have 
tried to get work, but failed, because mv 
clothes were so ragged. I begged food 
every day and at night I slept in a rail- 
road dump shed. I was awfully scared, 
but I could not help myself. I want to 
work and will do anything to make a 
living.”’ 

The boy stated that he had been to 
scleool three years and could read and 
write a little. 

He is a bright lad and the police were 
inclined to believe the story he told.

FOR RUSSIAN EMPIRE 
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Today the Festival of the Resurrection Begins, but it 
Will Not Be Merry--Believed Japs Will 
Take Advantage of Solemn Fes- 
tival To Attack. 


St. Petersburg, April 6.—The Easter hol- 
idays, the greatest religious festival In the 
Russian calendar, begin tomorrow. All 
business will be suspended and all gov- 
ernment departments will be closed. The 
next three days will be days of mourn- 
ing for the devout Muscovites. Every 
orthodox church in the vast empire will 
reproduce events in Christ’s passion, in- 
cluding the washing of feet, the cruci- 
fixion and the burial, which will be mark- 
ed on the part of the faithful by a total 
abstinence from food, and the universal 
feasting after the midnight services on 
Sunday, commemorating the resurrection. 
Then there will be four days of merry- 
making and rejoicing. 

In holy Russia Easter is distinctly a 
democratic festival. The salutation, 
‘Christ ig risen,’’ levels all ranks. The 
beggar in the street can kiss the emperor 
as head of the church, Ordinarily his 
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majesty goes to Moscow for this oc- 
casion, but on account of the war he 
will remain here this year, taking the 
sacraments tomorrow and attending the 
service at the winter palace Saturday 
night. Many of the wealthy classes and 
members of the nobility have gone to 
shrines of especial sanctity, like that of 
the Sergius monastery at Mpscow, and 
thousands have gone toFather John 
church at Cronstadt.

Economical Side of the Papin Canal 
Dr. Emory R. Johnson; professor of 


transportation and commerce in the 
University of Pennsylvania, has an in- 
structive article in Everybody’s Mag- 
azine in which he goes extensively 
into facts and figures intended to give 
the reader a comprehensive idea of 
the practical returns from the Panama 
canal, once it is open to navigation. It 
will cost at least $200,000,000 to con- 
struct the #reat interoceanic water- 
way, and, naturally, the average 
American citizen is interested in, 
knowing whether the costly enterprise 
will “pay out” in time. The Suez canal 
is paying, and paying handsomely. 

Dr. Johnson shows the wonderful 
saving in distance that will be effected 
in taking the isthmian short cut from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, pointing 
out that New York will be 8,415 miles 
nearer San Francisco, and New Or- 
leans 9,416 miles. After showing the 
importance of the west coast trade of 
South America, if fully developed, he 
makes a succinct review of the lead- 
ing industries of the eastern, south- 
em, central and western sections of 
the United States, with the object of 
showing the relations of the canal to 
American economic development. Of 
the southern products for export this 
writer says: 

“The canal will opea up a large market 
for southern coal, lumber, naval stores 
and phosphate. The coal will be re- 
quired by the vesselg using the canal 
and in the coaling stations of the eastern 
part of the Pacific ocean in tropical and 
south temperate latitudes and also for 
industrial purposes along the west coast 
of Central and South America. 

“The southern states now send large 
quantities of lumber to the i eastern 
coast of South America and when the 
canal hag been opened an equally import- 
ant trade with the west side of the 
continent will fellow. The phosphate 
fertilizers of Florida, South Carolina and 
Tennessee will be sent to southern Call- 
fornia, western Mexico, Hawaii, Japan 
and other countries where agriculture 
is carried on extensively by means of irri- 
gation.” 

It is calculated that had the Pana- 
ma canal been open to traffic in the 
year 1899 the tonnage of the maritime 
commerce of the United States htat 
would have passed through it would 
have aggregated 3,435,887 tons, com- 
prising commodities valued at $125,- 
716,558. About twice as great ‘is the 
tonnage of European trade with west- 
ern, South and Central America, Brit- 
ish Columbia and Hawaii which would 
have used the canal in that year—6,- 
702,541 tons. 

According to an estimate made by 
the new Panama canal company, based 
on the normal increase of similar 
etatistics in past years, in 1914, when 
it is expected that the big ditch will 
be open for business, 7,000,000 tons 
net register will pass between colon 
and Panama. 

As to the probable effect of the com- 
petition of the canal on the trans- 
continental railroads, Dr. Johnson 
quotes the vice president of one of the 
Pacific railway systems as saying that 
since 1893, the increase in business 
of the transcontinental lines has not 
come from the seaports, but from the 
development of the intermediate coun- 
try. The canal din in no wise check 
the growth of the local traffic.

new water competition must necessa- 
rily foree the great trunk lines to the 
west to offer rate inducements to hold 
southern traffic. 

Everything considered, the Panama 
canal is a wonderfully promising bus- 
iness proposition.

The Old Game of “Bull Pen.” 

If our recollection remains true to 
its mission, the eloquently descriptive 
phrase “in our midst,” has been placed 
under a ban by fastidious gramma- 
rians, and the fact is much to be re- 
gretted at this time, when the employ- 
ment of the phrase is so necessary and 
so applicable to the seething and boil- 
ing conditions that have suddenly ap- 
peared upon the horizon and as sud- 
denly spread over the entire local 
zenith with the rapidity of a summer 
cloud charged with ten thousand 
whirling and whistling zephyrs. 

We shall have to beg the gramma 
rians to excuse us for the moment; 
they can close their ears and avert 
their eyes, or they can brace them- 
selves against the shock in any way 
that is pleasing or healthful. For we 
are obliged to say of the brace of Par- 
ker clubs that they are essentially and 
absolutely in our midst. They have 
their headquarters, and they have out 
their signs, and from all appearances 
they are employing agents and so 
feitors, runners and detectives, in or- 
der to divert strangers from one t¢ 
the other, or from t’other to which. 

Thus the situation has become in- 
tensely interesting. It is full of hu- 
morous suggestions and possibilities. 
It adds immensely to that gayety 
which should always attend the pre- 
liminaries of a campaign that promises 
to be hotly contested and strenuous 
from beginning to end. The march- 
ing and countermarching reminds us 
of a game dear to the school days of 
every boy who has been taught in the 
right atmosphere. In fact, it reminds 
us of two games—so arduous is the 
work which the two clubs are perform- 
ing. The juggling that is going on 
brings a whiff from the past. Do you 
remember the diverting game of “steal 
goods,” which need not be described? 
Then there was the good old game of 
“bull-pen,” which, when the partici- 
pants on one side had dwindled down 
to two, was conducted on the plan 
which the Parker clubs seem to be 
following. 

The two survivors tthe side that 
had been filling the hacia “thin other 
side being in the “pen’’—had the right 
to go a little distance away, or hide 
behind a convenient tree out of the 
observation of their opponents. Thus 
Bituated, they would decide which of 
the two should be armed with the ball. 
This important point settled, they 
would return to the pen, and proceed 
to march like gentinels along the lines 
that marked the enclosure. This was 
indeed a solemn hour for those in the 
pen, and equally as solemn for the 
two who had juggled; and it was 
usually the case that the boy who 
made the greatest pretense of having 
the ball was innocent of its possession. 
And yet, no one could be certain, and 
those in the pen were compelled to 
maintain a position of constant wari- 
ness and watchfulness. 

But when we see the game of “bull- 
pen” in politics—when it is played by 
those who have reached the years of 
discretion, we must be permitted to 
smile in order to hide the astonish- 
ment that is the natural outcome of 
such a procedure. Are the two Par- 
ker clubs which we have very much 
in our midst both really in favor of 
the nomination of the gentleman of 
that name? If so, why the pulling and 
hauling, and the mysterious juggling? 
And why this vociferousness? It is 
altogether too early to make the wel- 
kin ring; the bells of the welkin will 
have to be placed in position, and the 
wires readjusted. Why, then, this con- 
tention, this air of opposition, this ap- 
parent competition? What is its pur- 
port? To what is it to lead? What is 
the wrangle all about? The public 
would like to be informed. 


Socialism or Paternalism. 


The coal famine which was one of 
the sinister features of the country’s 
experience a little more than a year 
ago, has not been forgotten in some 
of the states where the misery of the 
people was extreme. In Massachu- 
setts, for example, a member of the 
legislature has proposed an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the state, 
giving to that body the right to au- 
thorize municipalities to purchase and 
sell fuel to their inhabitants, and The 
Bosten Post insists that the legislature 
should favor submitting it to the peo- 
ple. 

The Post refers to the fact that a 
year ago—on the 8th of. April, 1903— 
the republican legislature of Massa- 
chusetts submitted to congress a me- 
morial urging that body to take such 
measures as will place the anthracite 
mining industry under government su- 
pervision, and employs that fact as an 
argument in behalf of the present 
proposal. The preamble of the me 
morial recited the fact that “the ex- 
perience of the past winter has shown 
that there is no guaranty against a 
total suspension of anthracite mining 
and consequent deprivation, suffering,

| sickness, and even death, among mil- 


lions of people who depend on the an- 
thracite mines for their fuel; and at 
all times, the community has no pro- 
tection against the charging. of ex- 
cessive prices for hard coal.” 

Such an appeal from a legislature 
overwhelmingly republican in its po- 
litical complexion and makeup is a 
symptom of immense interest to those 
sociologists who are studying collective 


and individual social integration, and 
who are watehing the evolution of 
what is called society; and it is not 
without its interest for politicians who 
are dealing with forces that they are 
far from fully comprehending. It will 
appear to some that we are on the 
eve of important developments, but 
the forces of social evolution do not 
move rapidly enough to permit the 
movement itself to be observed. 
Therefore, it is possible only to deal 
with such symptoms as appear from 
time to time; and these results are 
themselves but a part of the develop- 
ment that is all the time taking place. 
The movement itself is too slow, too 
conservative, and too cautious to be 
seen, but it is going on all the while, 
pushing forward here, falling back 
there, and resting yonder.

.{n Massachusetts, thinks that it is an- 


other exhibition of the spirit of pater- 
nalism, but as a matter of fact, any 
name will serve to describe it at 
present, for it is merely one of the 
Symptoms of social unrest that {fs to 
be found wherever civilization has 
planted its restless feet. 

Socialism would sesve to describe 
it as well as—perhaps better than— 
paternalism. At any rate, it is simply 
& part—infinitessimal though it be~— 
of the social evolution that is all the 
time going on. The great trusts them- 
selves are only political in their im. 
mediate effect. They also are sub: 
jects for study by the sociologists, for 
they; likewise, powerful as they seem 
to be, are but Symptoms of what may 


be called, for want of a better term, 
social integration.

The party lash 
was used freely, as all those who kept 
in touch with the matter know, and only 
Representative Burton, of Ohio, and per- 
haps one or two other republicans, raised 
their voices in protest against the extra- 
vagant and unnecessary measure. 

The Record has already expressed itself 
concerning the matter of an adequate 
mavy. it realizes as well as anyone else 
the necessity for having a sufficient 
number of vessels to protect our long 
coast line, our shipping and our foreign 
interests, But it is unalterably opposed 
to the naval programme which is now be- 
ing carried out, not only on the grounds 
of economy, but because such a plan in- 
dicates an imperialistic tendency which 
can. scarcely fail to result harmfully in 
the end. 

One of. the. very worst features of the 
Situation as it now presents itself is the 
fact that the vessels which were thought 
to have reached the highest standard of 
efficiency a few years ago are now re- 
garded as obsolete. The Oregon, for in- 
stance, which m@e the famous trip 
around Cape Horn in 1898, and which 
cost approximately $5,000,000, is not now 
looked on with favor by naval experts, 
who are of the opinion that at least 
$8,000,000 should be expended to make a 
vessel of the Oregon's type all it should 
be. When it is stated that these same 
experts acknowledge that the $8,000,000 
ship can be made no more effective as a 
fighting machine than the one costing 
$5,000,000, it will be seen that the ten- 
dency is toward handsomer and more 
luxurious quarters for officers and men 
rather than toward 
navy.

BOUGHT BY 


MANY AMERICAN PRODUCTS 


THE JAPANESE 


Washington, Apri] 6.—(Special.)—Espe- 
cial interest attaches to a statement 
concerning the commerce of Japan just 
issuel by the department of commerce on 
account of the “yellow peril” efforts of 
Russian sympathizers to make it appear 
that Japan’s progress is & menace to 
the United States and to Purope. One 
of the interesting things shown by this 
paper ig that the growth of commerce 
between Japan and the United States 
has been much greater in recent years 
than that between Japan and any other 
nation. } 

In 188!, this statement shows, the {m- 
ports from the United States ‘formed 
less than 6 per cent of the total impor- 
tations into Japan, while in 1902 they 
formed nearly 18 per cent of the total 
importations. Meantime Great Britain’s 
share in the tmports of Japan fel) from 
52 per cent to 18 per cent In 1902. The 
United Sttes is also Japan's largest cus- 
tomer, by reason of.the fact that the 
chief export products Of Japan are arti- 
cles required by the manufacturers of 
the United States, and which can not be 
produced in this country. The total 
exports from Japan in 1900 amounted to 
204,429,994. yen (yen is equal to 5!) 
cents, United States currency) in value, 
and of this afhount 52,566,395 yen went | 
to the United States, 39,177,455 to Hong 
Kong, 31,871,576 to China, 19,150,423 
to France and 11,262,997 to fhe United 
Kingdom; the total exports of 1902 
amounted to 258,303,066 yen, of which 
80,232,805 yen in value went to the Unif- 
ed States, 25,876,059 to Hong Kong, 46,- 
838,545 to China, 27,283,458 to France 
and 17,346,149 to the United King}- 
dom 


Character of Imports from Japan. 

The exporfs of Japan to the United 
States, as already indicated, are chiefly 
ef articles which are not produced in 
this country, and in a majority of cases 
are those required by our manufacturers, 
Of the 80,232,805 yen in value exported 
to the United States in 1902, the value 
of 46,784,720 yen consisted of raw silk, 
8,921,995 yen manufactures of silk, 9,- 
124,085 yen of tea, 6,381,733 yen matting 
for floors, 577,888 yen rice, 1,516,401 yen 
chemicals, drugs, etc., while manufactures 
of bamboo, lacquered ware, and other 
products peculiar to the Japanese have 
also figured largely in the list. Exports 
of raw silk from Japan to the United 
States have Steadily grown, especially 
since the development of the silk-man- 
ufacturing industry in this country. In 
1893 the value of her raw silk exports 
to the United States was 11,078,748 yen; 
in 1894, 22,457,348 yen; in 1895, 27,826,- 
245 yen; in 1896, 14,080,981 yen: in 1897, 
32,262,900 yen; in 1900, 26,710,050 yen, 
and in 1902 46,784,720 yen. 

Of raw silk from Japan, the total ex- 
portations exceed 50,000,000 yen annual. 
ly, of which the United States is the 
largest purchaser, France is the next 
largest customer in this line, her pur- 
chases of raw silk from Japan in 1902 | 
amounting to 14,682,816 yen in value, 
against 46,784,720 yen by the United 
States, while Italy took raw silk to the 
value of 12,261,383 yen, England, 564,- 
948 yen, and Russia 776,759 yen. The 
total exports from Japan to the United 
States in 1881 were 11,066,464 yen in 
value, being 36.5 per cent of the total 
exports of that year, and in 1902 were 
80,232,805 yen, or 31.06 per cent of fhe 
total exports. 

Buy Largely from This Country. 

Japan’s imports from the United States 
have grown with even ereater rapidity 
than her exports to the United States. In 
1881 they amounted to but 1,781,108 
yen, and in 1900 had reached 62,761,196 
yen in value. Proportionately they have 
grown with much greater rapidity than 
the total importations of Japan, our 
Share of her import trade having in- 
creased from 5.72 per cent in i881! to 
17.91 per cent in 1902, while the United 
Kingdom, our principal competitor in 
that market, which furnighed, in 1881, 
52.57 per cent of the total imports of 
Japan, supplied, in 1902, 18.53 per cent. 
A detailed examination of the supplies 
furnished by tHe Urxtted States to Japan 
can perhaps be better made from our owr 
standpoint measured in dollars. In the 
fiscal year 1892 our total exports of do- 
mestic merchandise to Japan amounted to 
$3,288,282, and in 1902 to $21,139,726. 
Of this total, the largest item of export 
was raw cotton, which aggregated $9.-. 
058,290, the next largest item being {lI- 
luminating oil with a total of $5,195,665. 
Third in rank is manufactures of iron 
and steel, with a total of $1,923,607, other 
important items being breadstuffs, $1.- 
296,615; provisions, $196,337: scientific 
instruments, $314,734; leather and manu- 
factures, $322,729; tobacco and manu- 
factures, $509,921; clocks and watches, 
$115,386; paper and manufactures there- 
of, $187,860; lubricating oil, $187,138, 
end paraffin, $311,920; while many other 
articles of less importance have found 
a place In the markets of Japan. Taking 
up the great class of iron and steel and 
examining its details, it is found that the 
exports of locomotive engines in 1902 
amounted to $129,352 In value, builders’ 
hardware, $106,651; sewing machines, 
$15,980; firearms, $9,513; car wheels, 
$11,955; other machinery, $734,696; and 
miscellaneous manufactures of fron and 
steel $915,460. 

Large Purchases of Raw Cotton. 
The exports of raw cotton have grown 
from but $85,2!! in 1890 to $9,058,299 
in 1902. Illuminating oil, the exports of 
which amounted in 1890 to $3,559,395 
in value, showed In 1902 a total of $5.,- 
195,665, despite the active competition 
of Russian and Sumatran petroleum, and 
the further fact that Japan is now her- 
eelf supplying a part of her consumption 
of illuminating oil. Exports of flour in- 
creased from $127,120 in 1890 to $1.279.- 
880 in 1902. This increase is evidently 
due to a growing disposition among the 
Japanese to consume more of this class 
of food rather than to rely upon rice, 
as in former years, since the number 
of foreigners in Japan other than Chinese | | 
and Koreans amounts to less than 4,000, 
and has not materially increased during 
the period in which our exports of flour 
to that country have increased sevenfold. 
In paper and manufactures thereof our 
export trade with Japan has grown very 
rapidly, the total exports in this class

28.62 for each 1,000 inhabitants. 
Japanese Cotton Manufactures. 
Exportations of cotton cloths to Japan 
have fallen by reason of the rapid in- 
crease in the manufacture of cotton cloth 
in that country, the total for 1902 being 
but $48,803 against $141,264 in 1897. 
Meantime, however, exportations of raw 
cotton to Japan have rapidly increased, 
being, as already indicated, $9,088,290 in 
1902 against $85,2!! in 1890. This ts 
largely due to the increase in the manu- 
facture of cotton goods in Japan, though 
American cotton has grown in popularity 
with the manufacturers there within the 
past few years. Experience has shown 
is more satisfactory for use in manufac- 
turing than that which Japan had been 
them that cotton from the United States 
in 1902. In 1890 the value of the canned 
from India and 
China, the staple in American cotton be- 
ing longer, thus giving better results. The 
cotton of Ind¥a, however, sells at a lower 
price than that of the United States, and 
therefore still finds a large market in Ja- 
pan in years of plentiful supply. Japan 
also produces a considerable amount of 
cotton, though it can scarcely be expected 
that this will increase in a manner to at 
all keep pace with the growth of her cot- 
ton manufacturing industry. The entire 
area of Japan is but 161,159 square miles, 
Or less than the state of California, while 
about 12 per cent of the land {fs under 
cultivation, and but a comparatively smal] 
proportion cultivable, since mountain 
ranges and rocky !fslets and shores occupy 
@ large proportion of its area. It must be 
remembered that Japan, with her small 
cultivable area, has a population of 44,- 
805,937, and must therefore devote most 
of her arable land to the production of 
food stuffs, while -her natura] products of 
silg and tea are so much in demand the 
world over that they are not likely to be 
displaced for cotton, which can be sa 
readily brought from other and compara- 
tively adjacent countries. Cotton manu- 
facturing in Japan has, however, grown 
very rapidly, the total number @ spindles 
in 1899 being 1,170,327 against 5,456 in 
1863. It is thus apparent that Japan will 
continue to purchase from other parts of 
the world a large proportion of the raw 
cotton which her rapidly growing cotton 
mills will consume, and as the cotton from 
the United States has already made head- 
way against that from the nearer coun- 
tries of China and India, it is reasonable 


to assume that the market for American 


cotton will continue to grow, especially if 
an isthmian canal gives opportuntty for 
direct water shipments from the cotton- 
growing section of the United States to 


the ports of Japan without breaking bulk.

The Constitution’s story yesterday of 
the pian that seems to have been on foot 
for some time to defeat Hon. M. J. Yeo- 
mans, of Terrell county, for the cfair- 
manship of the state convention, in case 
the convention is dominated by adher- 
ents of the Parker movement, was the 
subject of general discussion at the cap- 
itol yesterday.

Card from Secretary Searcy.

By far the most remark- 
able of these are the Ahgaiambo, a race 
of swamp dwellers, says Pearson's 
Weekly. 
For ages past these people have lived 
in a huge morass, dwelling in houses 
raised on piles about twelve feet above 
the surface of the water. They travel in 
canoes dug out of iegs, and, as they néver 
by any chance leave their native swamps, 
they have practically lost the art of 
walkirg.

Johnston. They are stupid and degraded, 
yet physically largely endowed. They 
can run like deer and climb like monkeys. 

Their chief peculiarity is the extra- 
ordinary length of their toes. These mem- 
bers are prehensible, and the great toe 
sticks out from the others—sometimes 
to a distance of 3 inches. A Philippine 

egrito can pick up the smallest object 

ith hig toes. 

‘Major Gibbons, who has recently 
traversed Africa from the Zambesi to 
Cairo, found a new tribe of bushmen to 
Marotseland. They are slight, but 7 
bullt, very timid, and live principally o 
snakes. They have very light skins, 
hardly darker than those of average Eu- 
ropeans. Instead of having thick lips, 
like negroes, their lips recede in such an 
extraordinary fashion that they appear 
to be toothless. ’ 

The Island of Yezo, one of the most 
northern possessions of Japan, holds the 
fifteen thousand remaining Ainus. These 
people, described by Savage Landor, are 
the dirtiest and most drunken race on 
earth. They are believed to be the only 
remaining type of the prehistoric cave 
men. 

Their skeletons differ from those of 
anyother known race, and have many 
pecullarities in common with those ‘of 
ancient cave men foynd in . European 
rocKs. But,their most curious feature is 
the long, cofirse hair which covers nearly 
aaa Anco men and women, from head 
o foot.

FOR PURE FOOD 
HEYBURN SPEAKS 


Rural Delivery Matters Also 
Discussed by the 
‘Senate, 


Washington, April 6—After waiting 
with much patience for many days, Mr. 
Heyburn today found opportunity to speak 
to the genate on the subject of pure 
food, 

Technically the speech was in support 
of a resolution calling upon the secretary 
of agriculture to send to the senate the 
results of the investigations made by his 
department into adulterated foods, but in 
reality it was in support of the pure 
food bill. Mr. Heyburn contended that a 
very large proportion of foods, drugs and 
liquors were adulterated. The physicians 
of the country want ‘the legislation, be- 
cause under existing conditions they can- 
not have their prescriptions filled as they 
wish. They often secure effects exactly 
the opposite of that intended. Out of 
fcurteen samples of drugs advertised, 
thirteen were found to be rank frauds. 
More than 50 per cent of the patent med- 
icines were, Mr. Heyburn said, delete- 
rious to health, while a large per cent 
were absolutely poisonous. 

Mr. Heyburn also referred to the prac- 
tice of keeping meats in cold storage, say- 
ing that they are often held for years, 
while after three months they are abso- 
lutely deleterious. 

Debate on Rural Delivery. 
n The greater part of the remainder of the 


day was devoted to the consideration of 


Mr. Quarles’ amendment for grading the 
galaries of rural free delivery carriers, 
and it wag then declared Out of oraer. 
The committee amendment bearing upon 
the salaries of carriers and regulating 
their service for private individuals Was 
accepted. This provides a salary of $720 
a year and ‘allows carriers to deliver 
merchandise and periodicals for hire un- 
der certain restrictions. 

Both Messrs. Quarles and Dolliver pre- 
Cicted that this huckster system wouid 
lead to serious scandal unless great cau- 
tion were exercised.

They do not handle cotton here as we 
do in the United States. No compresses 
are used, but the bales are loosely pack- 
ed and loosely bound and occupy 4 great 
deal more space than is necessary, but I 
am told that a compress is soon to be 
erected.

JAPANESE LITERATURR 3 


(From The Critic.) 

Up to 1895, novel writing was not look- 
ed upon as a respectable profession. The 
public would not permit it tow be called 
gentleman’s work. It was regarded as 
an unpardonable diversion of unworthy 
prodigies. The authors were accused of 
being a demoralizing influence. How-’ 
ever, the fault may be with them, since 
they indulged, often provokingly, In the 
depiction of the lower clasg of women. 
The geisha was their favorite heroing. 
I am told that Ogai Mort was -oftén 
‘warned by his surgeon general (Ogai was 
@ higher army doctor) that he would 
shorten his dignity by his novel publica- 
tion. There is no place Hke the Japan- 
ese army where even an ill-fitting dig- 
nity is necessary. Once for some years 
Ogai stopped writing, seeing himself in 
danger of losing his place. What @ 
prejudice! But happily such a thing 
couldn’t happen today, when the in- 
vasion of western thought has cleared 
it off. Authors have come to command 
respect. They couldn't make a living by 
writing only twenty years ago, but todav 
they are on the fair road to praspe ity, 
the public demand for literature qi_any, 
sort having tremendously increased.“They 
will put a price on thetr writing, count- 
ing the pags, if not the words, like 
Americans. Nearly all the young stud- 
ents turned™”to writers at once. Hence 
the overflow of novels in 1899 and 1900’ 
Not one in a hundred had literary merit— 
too /ften, alas! they verged on the coarse 
and the scandalous. The books wera 
hardly picturee of human life. What 
could those young writers’ tender brains 
know? The gentleman above 35 would 
not bestow even a glance upon thetr 
work. “Wheree«is the human interest?’ 
he would sternly demand. Our Japanese 
woman rarely reads. The books circu- 
late only among the students, who are 
glad to be imbecile. They lost the publie 
respect at once, which they had gained 
after the hardest battle. You wil) see 
no more of literary events today. Com- 
mercialism has destroyed everything. And 
the well-established ,authors Iike Tsnu- 
bouch!, Koyo or Roban. did not come ta 
the rescue the crisis. For the last 
three years the public Is denouncing the 
modern n So it ls In America, isn’t 
it? Japan is also floating up and down 
on the worlds curfent. 

The literary newspape 
growing in power for the 
Soho Tokutomi is the most promine 
figure in the fie'd. whose artistic writin’, 
sensible conception a frequently witty 
reporting-are nothin ut the best liter- 
ature. Minoru Kuga of The Pippon (a 
newspaper) {fs not without honor; his 
rigid style has been a tonie for thé 
younger minds. Now the intellectual 
Japanese are welcoming the newspapers 
with a greater respect than they 
ever showed before, permanently forsak- 
ing the feeble speculations of novels. 
And the students of serious bent are 
turfiing to scientific study, to real ex- 
periment, to practical works. Their eyes

are set upon the spheres of social] philos- 
ophy, psychical analysis and exact evi- 
dence. There has been no time itn the 
past thirty-six years when “thera was ex- 
hibited such a sepyious thirst for western 
intellectual books. 

And the public discovered only a yenr 
or so ago that the reading of western 
novels was the very way to feed their 
minds spiritually. They are ready: to ad- 
mit their immeasurable superiority to 
the native writing. Their translation has 
astonishingly increased with the down- 
fall of the native authors. Some fifty 
books were translated ‘ast year, tha 
younger Dumas’ “Camille,” V%tor Hugo's 
‘Notre Dame,” Alphonse Daudet’s “Na- 
bob,”’ George Eliot's ‘“‘Romola,’. Haw- 
thorne’s “Scarlet Letter’’ and Maeter 
linck’s plays being among them. 

And the philosophical mind has taken 
up Emerson. A few translations of his 
works have a:ready appeared. And The 
Student, a semi-monthly publication for 
the study of the English language and 
literature, issued its Carlyle numher last 
September, and indirectly denounced tha 
present condition of Japan.

The passage of the resolutions de- 
termining this course of action, was had 
orfty after a contest in which the forces 
favoring the claim of Cobb county were 
led by Hon. Albert Howell and those 
favoring Clayton by Hon. T. B. Felder, 
Jr. The debate between these two was 
interesting and spicy at times, though 
there was nothing of the personal, nor 
Was there any bitterness, involved. 


The commfttee met at 1:30 o'clock yes-.4 


in room 104 of the 
Kimball. Fultom county was represented 
by Albert Howell, Ed L. Meyer, J. M. 
Stephens, 'W. H. Kiser, Thomas B. 
Felder, Jr., who held the proxy for 
Charles S&S Northen and Ernest Dallis, 
who was elected in the absence of W. A. 
Fuller. Cobb county was represented 
by James T. Anderson, proxy for John 
A. Lewis, E. P. Dobbs and J. Z. Foster. 
T. W. Glover, Cobb’s other representative 
on the committee, has died since the last 
meeting. Clayton county was represented 
by A. P. Adamson, proxy for Dr. Curtis 
and J. M. Huie. Chairman Clarence E. 
Moore presided over. the deliberations. 
Fulton county’s representation decided 
to vote as a unit, Mr. Northen protest- 
ing against this. As he had to leave the 
meeting he gave his proxy to Mr. Felder.

Whereas, Under resolutions adopted Dy } 


the democratic senatorial convention of 
the thirty-fifth district in 1898, a copy of 
which is hereto Attached, prescribing the 
order of the rotation between the coun- 
ties constituting the said district, Fulton 
county was fst to furnish the senator 
for two consecutive terms, then Cobo 
county and afterwards Clayton county 
one térm; and, 

Whereas, Fulton county had under said 
plan furnished the senator twice in suc- 
cession, afd it is now therefore time 
for Cobb county to furnish the next 
senator; 

Therefore, be it resolved, That the said 
rotation plan is still of force and effec- 
tive, and that Cobb cOunty is entitled to

Whereas, This convention has adopted 
resolutions contemplati the rearrange- 
ment of the thirty-fifth genatoria! district 
so that the county of Fulton shall con- 
stitute said district; therefore be it 
Resolved, That the members of this 
convention use all their efforts to secure 
the passage of a bill carrying the pur- 
pose of said resolution into effect; be it 
further 

Resolved, That should said bill fall to 
become a law, and shoul the delewaféd 
from Fulton county to this convention 
agree upon a Cobb county democrat for 
the nominee cf this convention to repre- 
sent the thirty-fifth senatorial] district 
under the former rotation plan, that this 
convention adopt as a basis of rotation, 
after the term of said Cobb county nomi- 
Nee, and to be effective until said county 
of Fulton shall constitute the thirty-fifth

Debt of Honor, Says Howell. 

When the resolutions had been read 
tion. Albert Howell took the floor tn ad- 
yocacy of them. 

“T am here to pay a debt of honor,’”’ he 
said. “I am not animated either by 
friendship for or enmity against any can- 
didate, but I want to see paid a debt of 
honor which Fulton county owes to 
Cobb.” 

Mr. Howell then read the resolutions 
which were adopted by the senatorial 
convengon of 1898 as the result of a con- 
ference between Fulton and Cobb coun- 
ties. The only two votes cast against 
those resolutions, Mr. Howell said, were 
cast by the two delegates from Clayton, 
and that county has been consistent and 
insistent on that proposition ever since. 

“That,’’ said Mr. Howell, ‘‘was the 
solemn declaration of the people of the 
district speaking. through their represen- 
tatives. Clayton's representatives fought 
then and all along to deny Fulton coun- 
ty the rights to which she was entitled, 
Two years after that Fulton. offered her 
candidate. Cobb yoted with Fulton, while 
Clayton cast her yote against Fulton. 
Two years later a test came up of the 
binding fofce of these resolutions. Cobb 
stood true to the faith, while Clayton 
again reiterated the position she had 
originally taken. Two years ago in de- 
flance of the resolutions and the rights of 
Fulton county, Clayton put up a candi- 
date for senator and the’ vote of her 
delegation was cast solidly aggpost Ful- 
ton.”’ . 

Mr. Howell then read the resolutions 
recently adopted by the execytive com- 
mittee of Cobb county, asserting Cobb’s 
right to the senatorship and calling on 
Fulton to stand by the compact. He then 
réad the petition signed by a majority of 
the members of.the Fulton county execu- 
tive committee calling for a meeting for 
the purpose of taking action in the mat- 
ter and followed this by reading the reso- 
lutfons adopted last Saturday bysthe Ful- 
ton county committee, which left the en- 
tire matter in the hands of the executive 
committee of the senatorial district. 

“I am not here to oppose Mr. Blalock’s 
name going on the ticket,’’. Mr. Howell 
said. “‘I am here to ask the committee 
to let the matter go to a district primary 
with the names of both candidates on 
the ticket, letting the voter ‘scratch he 
one he does not wish _to vote for. This 
committee has no other duty than to do 
what was expetted of it by the conven- 
tion that created it. My only motive has 
been to keep the faith. Cobb has stood 
by Fulton throughout and we pledged our 
best efforts to maintain the agreement. 
Fulton should in all faith be equally loyal 
to Cobb, and we stand here in goog faith 
to pay this political debt of honor.” 


Felder Opposes Resolutions. 


“There is one feature of these resolu- 
tions to which I must enter a vigorous 
protest,’ said Mr. Felder, when Mr. How- 
ell had concluded. —‘‘My associates from 
Fulton have throttled me so far as voting 
is concerned by adopting the unit rule, 
but I cannot be silent and let this out- 
rage go without denunciation.” 

Mr. Felder said he stood impartial ag 
between Mr. Blair, of Cobb, and Mr. 
Blalock, of Clayton, but he had done 
what he conceived to be his duty in 
the matter. Mr. Felder then told of a 
conferénce at which he had been pres- 
ent with Mr. Howell, Mr. Rosser and 
Mr. Hopkins, with a view to reaching a 
harmonious conclusion of the matter, but 
he left before anything final was done. 
He thought the agreement would be to 
let the whole matter go before the people 
Without restraint or handicap upon any 
of those concerned. 

‘*] supposed,’ said Mr. Felder, ‘“‘that 
the same resolutions as were adopted by 
the Fulton county executive committee 
would be offered here, but insteag of 
that a new set of resolutions which are 
radically different, is offered, declaring 
that it is the time of Cobb county to 
name the senatorial candidate.”

it was an exceedingly’ gracious act on 
the part of the executive committee to 
extend to Mr. Blalock a right which he 
had possessed since he became 2! yeurs 
of age—that of offering himself as a 
candidate for the senate. 
“Was that right conceded 
Blair?” Mr. Howell asked. 

Mr. Felder said he was not present 
on the occasion when such right had 
been denied to Mr. Blair. 

Mr. Felder declared that these resolu- 
tions put a handicap upon Mr. Blalock 
and declared in effect that he had no 
right to consideration by the democrats 
of the district. It was an outrage, Mr. 
Felder asserted, to declare that Clayton 
county was not entitled to the senator- 
shia. 

Mr. Felder then gave some history of 
the senatorial district. Since its organl- 
zation in |86!, Mr. Felder said, at which 
time the system of rotation was estab- 
lished, Clayton had had the senatorship 
for only four terms, or eight years in all. 

“And it didn’t get one of them,” put 
in a yoilce, 

“Well, it is true the military govern- 
ment took one year away from Clay-» 
ton,’’ answefed Mr. Felder, ‘‘and now this‘ 
military government is trying to take It 
away again.”’ 

Mr. Felder questioned by Mr. Howell 
as to statements he had made regarding 
Fulton's right, said: 

“Yes, I did say that Fulton was en- 
titled to and should have the senatorship 
whenever she wanted it, but I am dis- 
cussing this question on the matter of 
compact and agréement.’’ 

The plan of rotation was adopted when 
the district was organized, Mr. Felder 
said, but the principal rotation seemed to 
be that Fulton and Cobb rotated Clayton 
out of it entirely whenever they wanted 
to do so. Cobb county had had the sen- 
atorship for sixteen years out of the 
forty-“our and Fulton twenty years. 

“It has been urged that Clayton county 
is not entitled to the senatorship be- 
cause sh ehas voted throughout against 
this agreement. Why, suppose some big 
man like Burton Smith should throw me 
down and catch me by the collar and 
say ‘I’m going to beat you in the face.’ 
What have you got to say about it?’’ 

“IT would say ‘don’t do it, I vote no, 
Mr. Felder went on. ‘Then suppose two 
years later Mr. Smith should get me 
down again and say ‘I’m going to beat 
you in the face,’ and I should say ‘what 
for?’ and he replied ‘Because you voted 
against my beating you in the face two 
years ago. That's their ¢rgument.’” 

Mr. Felder said that when Mr.’ Blalir’s 
name was to be left off the ticket by the 
Fuiton county subcommittee, this action 
met his hearty approval, though he was 
not present when the action was taken. 
He said he regarded this alliance be- 
tween Cobb and Pulton as unholy, and 
as an outrage upon tht little county of 
Clayton. 

Resolutions Are Adopted. 

“Tl move,” said Mr. Felder, ‘‘to strike 
out that portion of the resolutions which 
declares that it is Cobb’s time to name 
the senator, and let the two candidates 
run before the people without handicap.’ 

‘‘T move to lay the motion of Mr. Felder 
on the table, and on that I call for tne 
previous question,”’ said Mr. Howell. , 

The vote was taken viva voce and Mr. 
Fe:der’s motion was tabled. 

Mr. Adamson, of Clayton, then took 
the floor and made arn appeal in behalr 
of Clayton county. He called attention 
to the fact that in the resolutions adopt- 
ed in 1898 by the senatorial convention 
there was an agreement also that ef- 
forts should be made to procure a Tre- 
arrangement of the thirty-fifth sena- 
torial district. When he was in the legis- ' 
lature he had _ been told, he said, that 
it would be impossible to get through 2 
constitutional amendmentto this end. He 
declared, however, that no effort had 
ever been made by any one concerned to 
carry out that portion of the agree- 
ment. Whenever Clayton had made a 
claim for the senatorship she had al- 
ways been told she could have it “next 
time,” he said, but ‘next time” had 
never come. . 

The question then came up on the 
adoption of the resolutions. Mr. Felder 
asked permission to, be ailowed to vote 
in accordance with his views, but the 
unit rule having been adopted by the 
members from Fulton, this privilege was 
not accorded him. Mr. Felder then called 
for the ayes and noes, but his motion 
was lost. ¥ 

The resolutions were then adopted by a 
vote of 9 to 2, Clayton county’s two 
representatives being the Only ones who 
voted against them. 

The committee then adjoumed. The 
commitee which will arrange the details 
of the primary in accordance with the 
resqlutions will be named within the next 
day or two by Chairman Moore, 

Both the candidates for senatpr, Hon. 
D. W. Blair, of Cobb, and Hon A. @c, 
Blalock, of Clayton, were presen during 
the deliberations of the committe.

Cincinnati: Officer Takes Pris 
oner From Atlanta After 
Hard tight 


HABEAS CORPUS IS DENIED; 
OTHER WARRANTS SERVED, 


‘Highly Sensational Scene in Court 
Room Follows Trial—Prisoner 
Hidden for Several Hours 
To Prevent Service 
of Warrants. 


After being the principal yesterday 
morning «n a habeas corpus trial, which 
resulted in the writ being denied and 
which was followed by highly sensationa] 
developments; then being served succes- 
gively with a state and United States 
“werrant, and afterward kept in hiding 
for several hours in the afternoon to pre- 
vert state officers taking him into cus- 
itedy, Leroy O. Harding, the prisoner 
grrested in Tampa, Fla. on, a warrant 
from Cincinnati, was finally hustled into 

United States mall car that Ieft Atlanta 
~te night at 8:30 o’clock over the West- 

and Atlantic railroad. 

Harding wag in the custody of Detective 
iD. A. Callahan, of Cincinnati, who ar- 

gested him fr Florida. Postoffice Inspec- 
tor BR. ©. Bannerman, of Birmingham, 
who has been interested in the case, was 

Yn the car with the detective and prisoner. 

The developments of yesterday make 
the case one of the most remarkable ever 
known in the history of Atlanta courts, 
‘Throughout the day Harding was the cen- 
ter of a spirited contest between officers 
of the law, state and federal, both hav- 
ing hdm in custody at times. A fierce Ie- 
@al war was waged that terminated in 
victory for the. Cincinnati! detective, who 
was certainly given a ‘lively chase for 
his prisoner in this city. 

The Writ Is Denied. 

The writ of habeas corpus was denied 
by Judge A. E. Calhoun, of the second 
division of the city court, and this action 
was followed by the serving of a state 
warrant on the prisoner, charging him 
with cheating and swindling This war- 
rant was left at the police station’ and 
later in the afternoon was withdrawn by 
‘a deputy ‘sheriff. Shortly aftérward 
United States officers appeared at the po- 

‘Mee etation and served a United States 
waftrant, charging Harding with using 
‘the mails for fradulent purposes As 
_there wag. ,0.state warrant at the eta- 
‘tion on ich to hold the prisoner; the 
police delivered him to the federa} offi- 
cers-and he was escorted td the fedefa!l 
bullding, where he was kept in hiding 
until] a short time before the departure 
Of the train Yast night. Harding's at- 
torneys and even his wife did not know 
his whereabouts. 

After the serving of the federal war- 
cant Attorneys Harvey Hill and Shepard 
Bryan, counsel for Harding, visited the 
home of United States Judge William T. 
Newman and asked him if he would en- 
tertain a writ of habeas corpus. This 
Judge Newman declined to do in cour- 
tesy to the state courts. After this 
the federal warrant was withdrawn and 
Hagding was turned over to Detective 
Caliehan, 

Secrecy Is Observed. 

Detective Callahan feared that a state 
officer would intercept him and serve a 
WwarTant on his prisoner, taking him from 


rrr custody, and great secrecy was ob- 
served as to the whereabouts and move- 
ments of the prisoner. Last night, after 
preparations had been made {for the de- 
parture of the detective and his prisoner, 
a closed cab was driven to the rear of the 
postoffice building and Harding, with his 
hands and legs both cuffed, was placed in 
the vehicle, accompanied by Detective 
Callahan and Inspector Bannerman. The 
cab was then huflredly driven to the de- 
pot and was stopped alongside the mail 
car on the Western and Atlantic train. 
The prisoner and the two officers were 
l then quickly secreted in the car and the 
cab drove away. Neither of the attorneys 
of Harding nor any atate officers were 
seen about the depot and no effort was 
made to prevent the departure of the 
prisoner. ; 
Mrs. Harding, who arrived in Atlanta 
Tuesday night from her home in Brook- 
ville, Fla., is stim in the city, stopping 
with relatives She knew nothing of the 
departure of her husband last night. Mrs. 
Harding called at the police gtation yes- 
terday afternoon to see her husband, af- 
ter he had been removed to the federal 
building, but the police were unabie to 
give her any information regarding his 
whereabouts, informing her that he had 
been taken away by a federal] officer. 


the habeas corpus hearing by Assistant 
tnited States Dirtsict Attorney C. D. 
Camp and Attorneys M. L. Covington and 
Samuel D. Hewlett. Harding was repre- 
sented by Attorneys Harvey Hill and 
Shepard Bryan. P 
Wanted a Supersedeas. 

After Judge Calhoun had announced his 
decision counsel for Harding asked that 
© sipersedeas be granted by the cyurt to 
stay the judgment until the case could be 
carried to the supreme court and re- 
viewed by that tribunal. This was re- 
fused by the court and the attorneys 
then asked to be allowed half an hour 
in which to look up some law on the 
subject, which request was granted. 

At the expiration of the time Judge 
Calhoun went back on the bench and At- 
torney Bryan presented a section of the 
state code which he argued gave the 
egurt the right to grant a supersedeas. 
Judge Calhoun held differently, however, 
and declined the request. 

In the meantime Deputy Sheriffs 
Shropshire and Jones had ¢ome into the 
court room and just as Judge Calhoun 
coricluded his ‘decision Deputy Jones 
walked to the prisoner, who was seated 
beside his wife, and hurriedly pulling a 
paper from his pocket, exhibited it to 
Harding and said: 

‘T arrest you on this warrant.”’ 

Instant commotion ensued. Attorneys 
and spectators arose and began to gather 
about the prisoner. Attorney Camp quick- 
ly. took the paper, which consisted of 
several typewritten pages inclosed in a 
blue cover, and with astonishment ex- 
claimed. 

‘Your honor, this officer comes here in- 
to court while you are deciding a habeas 
corpus case and is attempting to serve 
some kind of paper on this prisoner. This 
ts nothing more nor less than contempt 
of this court, your honor.’ 

‘Here, give me that paper,” anxiously 
spoke up Officer Joneg as soon As he 
discovered the blue cover, and os an- 
other: paper from his pocket, said: 

“This is the warrant.” 

Harding has certainly led a strenuous 
career with the courts and officers of the 
‘law dufing the past’few days, belng mix- 
éd up in several different kinds of pro- 
ceedings, but his most unique experience 
wis being served with a damage suit, 
which had beén entrusted to Deputy 
Jones for some other party. 

Judge Cathoun ruled that he had noth- 
ing to do with the case except to decide 
the habeas corpus question and said that 
he could not prevent the warrant from 
‘being served. 

Hewlett Charged Perjury. 

“Your honor, this is. not bona fide pro- 
cetding,’’ exclaimed Attorney Hewlett. 
“This warrant is simply an effort on the 
part of these people to take this prisoner 
from Detective Callahan, after you have 
decided the officer.is entitled to him. It 
is nothing but a contempt proceeding. 
I think that if any warrant is taken out 
at all, one should be issued against thac 
man Withers for perjury.’’ With this 


Detective Callahan was represented in*® 


proachfully at Attorney Withers, who 
Was standing only a few feet away. 

“If you, think so, then why don’t you 
go and swear out your warrant?’ re- 
joined Withers angrily. 

“Well, I would certainly do so with the 
greatest pleasure, if I thought it wouid 
Convict you,” MGeclared Wewlett in @ 
spirited tone. 

“Do itsdo it,’’ again reiterated Withers. 

In\the meantime Deputy Sheriff Jones 
Wanted to take Harding into custody, 
but Police Call Officer John Abbott, who 
had the prisoner in charge, refused to de- 
liver him to the the sheriff. Officer Ab- 
bott appealed to Judge Calhoun. 

“Your honor.” said the officer, “this 
prisoner ig in my custody and I must take 
him back to the police station. His 
name is-still on the records at the sta- 
tion and he will have to go back there. 
I will turn him over to Officer Jones 
there, but he is now in my custody.’’ 

It was finally agreed that Deputy Jones 
should accompany Officer Abbott to the 
police station and there take Harding 
in charge on the cheating and swindling 
Warrant. 

later the fight was given up and 
Callahan Wag permitted to go on to Cin- 
cinnati with his prisoner. 

In the habeas corpus hearing, only two 
witnesses were introduced—Detective Cal- 
lahan and G. 8S. Zorn, head of a big 
milling concern and a prominent business 
man of Louisville. The question at Is- 
sue in the case was hether he js in 
reality leroy.C. Hardi or whether he 
is Gharlie Blazer. Blazer is the man 
wanted In Cincinnati, it being charged 
that he cashed a check drawn on a fake 
bank, known as “The Viaduct Bank.”’ 
Detective Callahan contends that Hard- 
ing {s none other than Blazer. while the 
prisoner on the other hand asserts that 
Callahan has the wrong man in custody. 

Says Harding is Blazer 

Detective Callahan testified that he is 
positive Harding and Blazer are one and 
the same person, He 6tated that he 
knew Blazer in Cincinnati, and that he 
had shadowed him for some time. He said 
that Blazer had shaved off his whiskers 
since he saw him in Ohio, but that he 
had no difficulty in identifying him when 
he placed him under arrest in Plorida. 

Zorn testified that he knew Harding in 
Fort Payne, Ala., where the latter was 
said to be the head of a bank and a flour 
mill, and that he afterwards identified his 
picture in the rogue’s gallery in Cincin- 
nati The picture bore the name of D. 
c& Bays. 
under that name for a time. 

Friends of Harding state that he now 
has a $25,000 damage sult pending in 
Brookville, Fla., against Zorn for alleged 
malicious prosecution. 

Harding was arrested in Florida on the 
charge of using the mailg for fradulent 
purposes, but the case was dismissed, it 
is stated, on a technicality. This case 
was in connection with the alleged 
swindle of Zamm. An officer from Ala- 
bama went te%Florida for Harding, but 
the Alabama requisition was refused Dy 
Governor Jennings, of Florida, because 
of a defect in the paper. On the follow- 
ing day the Ohio requisition was pre- 
sented by Detective Callahan and was 
honored. 

In rendering his decision, Judge Cal- 
houn said: “I have examined the law 
thoroughly and I have come to the con- 
ClusiOn that before a judge can taKe a 
prisoner away from an officer in transit 
On a question of identity, it must be 
shown beyound a shadow of a doubt 
that the officer is mistaken in the identity 
of his prisoner. It is to be presumed that 
the state, where he ig being taken, will 
take care of him along that point and will 
not harm him if he is the wrong man. 
Under. the circumstances in this case, l 
will give the benefit of the doubt to the 
state of Ohio.”’ 

May Involve Chief Ball. 

It was learned last night that there 
ig a strong probability that Justice Wal- 
ter E. Ormond, before. whom the cheating 
and swindling warrant was sworn out, 
will today cite Chief of Police John W, 
Ball to show cause before him why he 
should not be adjudged in contempt of 
court for having allowed Harding to be 
taken from the police station while the 
farrant Was outstanding.

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|'WAG ON LOADS OF CHILDREN. 


HAULED TO SCHOOL HOUSES 
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T Temple, in the extreme northern 
part of Carroll county, there has 
been established one of the best and 
most satisfactory systems of transporta- 
tion of school children to be found any- 
where in the south. State School ¢’om- 
missioner W. B. Merritt recently received 
several photographs from Professor Il. 
W. Williams, principal of the s@hool at 


Temple, which give an excellent idea of 
what is being done toward getting into 
school the children who live too far away 
to make the trip on foot every day. 

The public school at Temple, which is 
a substantial, two-story brick structure, 
and which is supported by private sub- 
scriptions from the citizens as well as 
by the state school fund, maintains three 
of’*these large wagons for hauling schol- 
ars to school, each. of which makes a 
trip to and from the school every day 
carrying some twenty or twenty-five 
pupils. The wagon shown in the fllus- 
tration herewith is drawn by three mules 
and is a typical school wagon, having 
been imported from Indiana for its pres- 
ent purpose. As will be seen it is almost 
like a house on wheels and has provision 
for keeping the children warm during the 
long drive in cold weather. The two 
other wagons used at Temple are drawn 
by horses. 

Fach of these three wagons takes a 
different route, and in all they bring from 
sixty to seventy-five pupils to the school 
at Temple every day. The children take 
their lunch with them, remain at the 
school house until 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon and are then carried back to their

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homes. ‘These children are brought to 
the school from home&s& which are distant 
from the school all the way from 2 to 
2 |-2 miles up to 7 or 8 miles, distances 
which, in most cages, it would be prac- 
tically impossible for them to walk. Of 
course, those children who live anywhere 
near the school walk to and fro when 
they attend. 

By this means the attendance on the 
school at Temple is considerably increased 
and there are something like 250 pupils 
in its different grades. The transporta- 
tion is ‘provided for from the school fund 
and is no expense to the children who 
use it in going to school. 

Temple is one of about a dozen places 
in various parts of Georgia that have 
made provision for the similar transpor- 
tation of children to and from school, a 
System which has largely increased the 
schoo] attendance wherever it has been 
adopted, and still other school boards 
have it under consideration. 

The advantages of this transpertation 
System are many. It leads to habits of 
punctuality in attending school which will 
always be noticed in schools which have 
the system. It furnishes a protection for 
the children who have to go these long 
distances, not only ‘from the weather, 
but from any harm that might come to 
them from outside sources. It aids in 
the consolidation of schools with better 
schools and longer school terms as a 
result. These advantages have heen read- 
ily apparent wherever the plan has been 
tried, and the indications are that in 
time it will be in use in almost every 
county in the state. 
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LEFT $500,000 TO CHURCH. 


Russell Wished To Keep Churches in 
Lower New York. 

New York, April’6.~-One of the largest 
endowment funds eéver created for a 
church in this city’ hag been formed by 
the will of Smith Lafayette Russell, a 
retired business man, who died.March 10. 

It will amount fe $600,000 and the 
testator’s desire is, along the line of sev- 
eral recent moves to keep alive church 
interest in the down town district, from 
which many old religious § institutions 
have removed in recent years. The Duane 
Methodist church in Hudson street on the 
lower west side was the beneficiary. 

During the life of Mrs. Russell a por- 
tion of the income of the fund is to be 
paid her. At her death the entire sum 
will be placed in trust and ‘the income, 
estimated at $25,000, will be expended in 
building up the church. Several Methodist 
charitable institutions also will receive 
sumg of $5,000 each.

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CADETS TO CAMP 
ON GOOD GROUND 


University Will Combine En- 
campment and Survey 
Practice. 


Athens, Ga., April 6.—All the arrange- 
ments for the spring encampment of the 
University of Georgia cadets have been 
practically completed and the boys will 
be off for the encampment on thé !!th in- 
stant to remain until the 16th. . 

The place selected for the encampment 
is Chattahoochee park, a lvely place 3 
miles from Gainesville, Ga., in a healthy 
spot and with the most beautiful sur- 
roundings. The electric cars run there 
every fifteen minutes and at this season 
of the year the park is mest beautiful 
and attractive. There is splendid fishing 
on the Chattahoochee river at this point. 

Three companies of cadets will go to 
the encampment, comprising 180 officers 
and men. The encafpment will be under 
the charge of Colonel. F. tl Griggs, 
commandant of cadets. and he will be 
assisted by Professor $.-V. Sanford, of 
the University of Georgia, who is an ex- 
Perienced military man himself. The en- 
campment will be under strict military

For years past it has been the 
tom at the university to give the stu- 
dents in engineering a week wherein 
they could go on a survey and put itnto 
practice the things they. had been 
taught in the class room. This vear Pro- 
fessor Strahan will combine the survey- 
ing trip with the encampment and the 
engineering students will not only get 
the benefit of the usua] trip. but will 
also be allowed to take in the encamp- 
ment at the same time. 

There will be at the encampment three 
drills a day, also guard duty and target 
practice. Altogether the encampment 
promises to be a most delightful and in- 
structive affair for the students who 
take it in. The state has already furnish- 
ed the tents and other necessary equip- 
ment to make the encampment a 
cess.

St. Paul; Minn., April 6.—Laws of va- 
rious western states, prohibiting paralle: 
Vines from owning or controlling each 
other, and which were 6o vigorously at- 
tacked by the securities company when 
the merger was being formed have sud- 
@enly been found very advantageous to 
merger interests inasmuch as they may 
be employed to prevent Harriman people 
from getting contro] of the Northern Pa- 
elfic. 

Laws which once threatened to break up 
the combination are to be employed in 
protecting it. This somewhat paradoxical 
gituation came to light today when it was 
learned that Attorney Genera] Donovan, 
of Montana, who had been haStily sum- 
moned to St. Paul by the Great Northern 
interests, was impprtined to use the 
etrength of Montana laws to prevent the 


! Harriman interests through the Otregon 
‘@hort Line from getting control of the 


Northern Pacific. Attorney General Don- 
evan was closeted with the Great North- 
éern officials for some time. 


Montana To Make Fight. 

It ig supposed that as soon as he re- 
turns to Montana he wil] prepare an ac- 
tion which will be commenced if neces- 
éaTy bringing into play the Montana laws 
prohibiting such consolidations. 

That Montana has been asked to take 
the matter up is confirmed in a seeming- 
ly official statement by the Great North- 
ern interests ag follows: 

“The question of the legality of the 
purchase outlined in the petition will be 
fought in the preliminary battle and is 
admittedly a ground on which the com- 
pany will oppose the petition. The right 
wf the Oregon Short Line to acquire a 
majority interest in the Northern Pacific 
will be questioned since under the laws of 
Montana and other states to which the 
western line ig subject, there is a grave 
Goubt that it could legally hold the 
Northern Pacific if it so desired. These 
laws, the company will contend, prevent 
the Oregon Short Line from either own- 
ing or voting the stock which it de- 
mands.”’

Five Southern States Repre- 
sented at New Orleans

Practical Talks Made by Delegates 
Showing the Benefits Which 
Would Follow Improve- 
ment of the Highways 
in the South. 


> 


New Orleans, April 6.—Three hundred 
delegates participated in the organiza- 
tion here today of the Southern Good 
Roads Association. Five states were 
represented. The speeches were plain, 
practical talks upon the commercial and 
industrial benefits which would follow 
highway improvement and the necessity 
for a systematic campaign of education 
which would lead to national, state, coun- 
ty and municipal] cooperation. Great con- 
fidence was expressed in the results of 
the coming meeting at St. Louis of the 
National assoctg@tion. ° 

President Sanders, of the New Orleans 
Progressive Union, was the temporary 
presiding officer. Mayor Capdevielle made 
an address of welcome. Governor Heard 
reviewing the necessity for universal im- 
provement of our country roads in the 
interest of commerce and comfort, said 
that the time would come when this great 
industrial movement would command the 
assistance and support not only of state 
legislatures, county and municipal gov- 
ernments, but of congress as well. 

In the course of his address President 
W. H. Moore, of the National Good 
Roads Association, laid stress on three 
recommendations which he hoped would 
Se embodied in the resolutions—first, the 
enactment of a vagrancy law compre- 
hending the use of all able-bodied con- 
victs, tramps and paupers in the building 
of public roads; second, the creation of a 
State highway commission in each state’ 
with an engineer at its head, and third, 
the adoption of the state’s aid plan pro- 
viding for financial and moral support for 
the counffes from the state.

HEALTH BOARD 
SENDS REPORT 


Showing Vital Statistics of 
Macon for the Month of 
March. 


By E. C. Bruffey. 

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)—The mor- 
tuary report, submitted to the board of 
health tonight, shows the total number 
of deaths for March were thirty-six, an 
increase of four over February. Of the 
death records, thirteen were whites, while 
twenty-three were colored. There wers 
eight deaths among white males, five 
among white females, nine negro males 
and fourteen females. Among the whites 
there were more men than women who 
died, while with the negroes the case 
exactly reversed. There were many 
deaths from pneumonia among. the 
blacks, especially with the women. 

The births exceeded the deaths by 
fifteen. There was a total of fifty-one 
births. Of these there were sixteen waite 
males and eight females, while among 
the negroes there were sixteen males and 
eleven females. 

The record of births this month shows 
a large excess in the number of male 
children born, but for some time past 
the opposite has been the case, 

The report shows eighty-seven cases of 
smallpox reported, sixty-nine cases of 
measles, one case of diphtheria, three 
cases of chicken pox and one case of 
mumps. The annua! ratio of deaths per 
thousand for the whites is 8.02!, and for 
negroes 17.25, making an average of 
12.314.

DECLARES BISHOP 


Arbtation Urged Before Hous 
Labor Committee, 


Bishop Spalding, of Peoria, Member 
of Anthracite Coal Strike Oom- 
mission, Speaks in Behalf 
of Foss Arbitration 
Board Bill. 


Weshington, April 6.—Bishop Spalding, 
of Peoria, a member of the anthracite 
coal strike commission, today urged the 
plan of arbitration contained in the Foss 
bill before the house committee on labor. 

The bill provides for a permanent board 
of arbitration, to which shall be referred 
disputes between labor and capital. 
Molney W. Foster briefly concluded ‘his 


@emarks begun at the last hearing on 


the bill. Mr. Foster took President Gom- 
pers, of the Federation of Labor, to task 
_ for opposing the bill. He quoted Mr. 
Gompers favoring arbitration in a speech 
before the civic federation in New York, 
fn December, 190!, and then referred to 
Mr. Gompers’ statement before the com- 
mittee at the last meeting to the effect 
that the “strikes are a good thing.”’ 
John Mitchell, of the coal miners’ or- 
* ganization, and James Duncan, first vice 
president of the American Federation, 
were quoted in favor of arbitration in 
their public utterances. 
On Province of Committee. 
Answering questions by Acting Chatr- 
Man Vreeland, Bishop Spalding said the 
_ province of the committee would be to 
@ettle disputes as to hours, treatment and 
A wd “of employees by the employer. A 
@eir wage, he said, was determined in 
the soft coal mines of the west by the 
condition of the mines and the cost of

living. Where a business did not permit 
of a living wage according to the Ameri- 
can standard of living, that business 
ought to close up, declared the bishop. 
“I would say,’ ‘he continued, ‘‘as Sher- 
man gaid of war, that the ‘strike is hell.’ 
Men who went out on a strike went back 
injured morally and not the same men. 
The children of strikers had been taught 
to taunt children o fother workmen.” The 
condition between capital and labor was 
not improving, he said, although he be- 
lieved the anthracite coal strike commis- 
sion ‘had accomplished good results. He 
referred to the present labor troubles 
in Colorado, San Francisco and Chicago. 


Conditions Not Improving. 

The conditions were blocks to bettering 
the conditions of the country. It was 
becoming more and more manffest that 
capital and labor were interdependent 
on each other. Asked if he did not think 
that conditions were !mproving as to 
lawlessness, Bishop Spalding said it did 
not seem to be to any extent. He said 
the riotous conditions during the anthra- 
cite strike were not as bad in this re- 
spect as the newspapers had made them, 
although there was picketing and al- 
waye would be violence in strikes. 

“T don’t think there is in America any 
class of employers who deliberately do 
their men wrong,” declared the bishop. 
He sald he believed the American people 
to be a people of good will tow ard labor 
and the distressed. He believed the 
people free from anarchistic ideas, and 
gaid that the tendency of socialism 18 
only in a minor way. He regarded a 
permanent tribunal of greater value than 
one created for each case of dispute. He 
.did ‘not believe, he said, in sympathetic 
strikes. 

The strike, he replied, when asked. iff 
he woul@ deny labor organizations the 
right to strike, was the one weapon of 
labor organizations, and to deny thai 
right would be to deny the right to 
organize, bu tgihe great object sought, 
he added, is to bring about peaceful 
settlements with the strikers. Labor or- 
ganizations, he said, had accomplished 
much good. He is satisfied that any 
president would appoint a non-partisan 
tribunal. 

He had asked Mr. Mitchell if jabor 
organizations would thrive if they lost 
the approval of public opinion, ang Mr. 
Mitchell replied that they would not, but 
would disintegrate.

A farmer Was ONce pre- 
sented by his wife with twin sons, and, 
at the same time, on an adjoining farm, 
another tiller of the soil was blesseg 
with a brace of daughters. Now, the 
two men were brothers and their wives 
were sisters. 

It is well known in insurance circles, 
too, that the risks are much greater in 
the case of a woman who has already 
had twins. One has been known to make 
her husband doubly happy five times in 
succession. 

An inexplicable circumstance connected 
with twins is that they are by no means 
evenly distributed over the country. 
Lancashire, for instance, is noted for 
them, while, on the other hand, few are 
born in certain agricultural counties. 
Statistics extending over a_ series of 
years clearly demonstrate this singu- 
larity. 

Are’ twins less robust than singles? 
That is another interesting point. The 
popular belief is that they are, and, as 
n fact, “etatistics bear out that belief. 
Roughly, the mortality of twins is dou- 
ble that of children born singly. At 
the same time, twins are not necessari- 
ly handicapped by heredity, either physi- 
cally or mentally.

A more remarkable case of longevity 
in twins came to light a few years back 
owing to a sudden death. An inquest 
was held on an aged woman who was 
found dead in the cottage which she 
occupied with her twin sister. The sur- 
vivor trudged off to market, leaving the 
deceased in good health, and on her re- 
turn she found her lying dead on the 
sofa, the heart's action, it proved, hav- 
ing failed. Attention was thus drawn 
to the couple’s age, and as a result of 
investigations it was discovered that at 
the time of the death the sisters were 
centenarians. 

Similarity between twins has formed 
the basis of a thousand comedies; but 
here again there !s no general law. In 
some cases twin brothers or sisters are 
exact duplicates. They are alike in 
features, height, build, mental conforma- 
tion, everything. Sometimes one is never 
lll alone; both are stricken down coin 
tidently. Twin sisters were some time 
igo taken together to a ceftain county 
unatig asylum, and they are still de- 
lained in it. Very probably, indeed, 
teither will leave it alive.

To this telegram Mayor Howell yester- 

day morning replied as follows: 
‘Atlanta, Ga April 6, 1904—Hon. 

David R, Francis, President Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition Company, St. Louis, 
Mo.: jfelegram of Sth instant received. 
Parties refuse to accept modification of 
plans. Wrote you a letter yesterday 

which you will receive today explaining 
situation fully. <All partie@ here think 
original contract agreed upon ought to 
be carried out. 

“EVAN P. HOWELL, Mayor.” 

It ts believed that when the letter of 
Mayor Howell !s received by President 
Francis the latter will reply by telegram 
and upon what he says then will depend 
the fate of the Atlanta building in the 
Model City of the exposition.

OF SUNDAY BALL 


An 


Innocent Pastime of 
Which Wrong View Is 
Taken, 


The enlisted men of the Sixteenth 
United States infantry located at Fort 
‘McPherson feel that the ministers who 
are apposing Sunday baseball at the post 
are doing the soldiers a great injustice 
by discussing a question with which they 
are not familiar. 

Edward Jj. Hill, of company F, has 
written the following card, in which ‘he 
Sives the soldiers’ point of view: , 

“Fort McPherson, Ga., April 5, 1904.— 
Kditor Constitution: J] notice in this 
morning’s issue of The Constitution that 
there is a movement of some of the lead- 
ing ministers of Atlanta, which has as 
its object the abolition of the usual Sun- 
day baseball game on the United States 
military reservation. The practice of 
Sunday baseball at the fort has been re- 
peatedly attacked by the ministers; all 
manner of evil is said to come of it, etc. 
But will you not let the soldier say a few 
words in defense of his favorite pastime? 
Ever since our army was organized it has 
suffered more or less (and especially the 
enlisted force) at the hands of sentimen- 
tallists. People opp0Ose things because 
they are on the outside and cannot see 
the inside workings of a proposition. 
They pect themselves to become preju- 
diced by the agitating utterances of lead- 
ers who allow their zeal to take too thor- 
oughly to one side, It seems that they 
are inclined to the opinion that when a 
proposifion is declared bad that there is 
no other side to it. The army, more than 
any Other organization, hag been called 
to face this state of affairs, and paren- 
thetically, I may add, that it was the 
cause of the army losing its much cher- 
ished canteen. That is to say, the move- 
ment which defeated the army post ex- 
change was made powerful enough to de 
sO by persons who had no idea what- 
ever ot how the post exchange system 
Was worked. 

“Now speaking of the post’s Sunday 
daseball game, I take the liberty to say 
that it is no more sinful and furnishes no 
more occasions of sin than the usual 
game of whist or euchre that is played 
on Sunday by fashionable church mem- 
bers in every s0cia] circle. Unlike the 
proposed Ii-mile race course of Atlanta, it 
does not attract Jarge numbers of dis- 
reputable people and gamblers’ to our 
city; on the contrary it serves to promote 
friendship between the young men of the 
city and the soldiers, a thing to be greatly 
desired by Atlanta now that she is be- 
coming quite a military center and 
stands in a fair way of becoming more so, 

“The oabjection may be raised: “Why 
don't you have your baseball game on a 
week day?’ I will endeavor to answer. It 
is because that on week days the soldier’s 
time is taken up with the study of the 
arts of war.

No Chance Will Be Left To 
Injure Canal 
Title. 


Paris, April 6.—After a conference be- 
tween Ambagsador Porter and W. A. 
Davis and Charles W. Russell, the as- 
sistant attorneys general, who came from 
Washington to assist in the transfer 
of the Panama canal property, it has 
been arranged that the signing of the 
contract whereby the United States will 
acquire the ownership of the Panama 
canal shall take place at the United 
States embassy. 

The date ig not fixed, but probably 
will be about April 25, following the rat- 
ification of the agreement by the stock- 
holders of the company. Some of the 
officials of the company thought an in- 
formal handling over of the effect, arch- 
ives, etc, of the company to the rep- 
resentatives of the United States would 
suffice, but the American officials pre- 
ferred execution of a forma] contract, 
completely covering the transfer and 
safeguarding all American interests. 
This contract is being drawn up in ¢con- 
formity with all the requirements of both 
the French and Ameritan laws. 

Formal appeal against the recent de- 
cision of the court in favor of the sale 
of the concession and other property 
of thecompany has not yet been entered, 
but the Americans are proceeding to car- 
ry owt the transfer without reference to 
the appeal or other dilatory proceed- 
ings.

RAILWAY. NOTES. 
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Queer Japanese Railroad. 

F. M. Dancy, In the office of the South- 
eastern Passenger Association, gives @n 
interesting account of a funny railroad 
in Japan, where the motive power is 
furnished by men who run behind and 
push the cars up the steep grades. De- 
scribing the road, Mr. Dancy said: “The 
Japanese have a 2-foot gauge railroad 
from a station near Tokio, over a very 
jilly and crooked route along the sea 
for about 20 miles to a bathing resort, 
where there are hot springs, and the views 
of the sea are said to exceed even the 
loveliest shores of the Mediterranan. 

“The cars on this noaf are nearly cub- 
ical and too low for a European of or- 
dinary height to stan@ in. The first- 
class cars seat only four passengers. 
These are dispatched in what may be 
called convoys, usually of three, not 
coupled, but a few yards apart. 

“In front trots the conductor blowing 
a horn to warn people at crossings, etc. 
The motive power On the upgrades is 
furnished by three men pushing each 
car. These men when a summit is reach- 
ed mount the footboard by which the 
car is entered, and so coast down hill. 
on the long and steep oneg at a terrific 
speed which carries the car well up the 
opposite slope, and frighten the passen- 
gers half out of their wits. 

“At the turnouts, Japanese girls serv® 
tea and fruit to the passengers and train- 
men alike, and on arriving at the term- 
inug (the 20 miles are Usually made in 
four hours) the passengers part from the 
conductors and wagon pushers with many 
reverences.”’ 

Freight Rates Adjusted. 

It is reported by the representatives of 
the freight department of the Southern 
Pacific Company that the long pending 
troubles between the transcontinental 
roads and the Southeastern Traffic Asso- 
ciation are nearing settlement, and that 
in the future shippers fram both west 
and east will be furnished a printed 
tariff of rates between the points within 
the territory of dispute and the Pacific 
coast. The southeastern territory will, 
under the agreement, be divided into 
eight terminal groups, and while the 
rates under this tariff will not be as low 
as the regular transcontinental tariff, 
they will be much lower than at present. 


William Sullivan, secretary to Presl- 
dent Erwin, of the Atlantic Coat Line, 
dropped down on his many friends iu 
Atlanta from New York yesterday. Mr. 
Sullivan was for many years an Atlantan, 
and his rapid progress has been watched

Another Scalper Sentenced. 

Telegraphic advices from Buffalo state 
that Joseph Kelley, a ticket scalper, 
who with Charles H. Callahan was in- 
dicted for forgery in connection with the 
alteration of steamship tickets, has been 
sentenced by Judge Kamery to the New 
York state reformatory at Hlmira at 
the discretion of the board of m@nagers 
and eubject to the rules of that institu- 
tion. Kelley pleaded guilty to the charge 
of forgery, the circumstances being the 
game ag those covered in the Callahan 
case, a full account of which appeared @ 
few days ago. After pleading guilty, he 
was allowed to go on suspended sentence. 
It was under this suspended sentence 
that Judge Emery sent him to the re- 
formatory at Himira. 

New York, Apfil 6.—Directorgs of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 


issued new bonds aggregating $14,000,000, 


which will be used, according to The 
Herald, to fund the floating debt and 
short term obligations of the company in- 
curred in making general improvements 
during the last two years. 

The new issue will bear interest at the 
rate of 4 per cent and is understood to be 
‘secured by the Illinois divisional mort- 
gage. The bonds may be redeemed on any 
interest day after July !, 1929, at par 
and accrued interest for all bonds bear- 
ing interest at a less rate than 3% per 
cent and at 105 and accrued interest for 
all bonds at a rate not less than 3% per 
cent. Arrangements have been made for 
the sale of all the $14,000,000 issue to 
bankers here. 


Railroad men are anxiously awaiting 
the reports from the different fruit sec- 
tions in the northern part of the state.

The members of the 
board agreed, and it is therefore cer- 
tain that the horses and mules of At- 
lanta will have plawes to secure water 
during the summer months, 

One fountain “is to be placed in the

We had no way of finding Out 
the pronunciation for ourselves. 

“But by the modern method of phono- 


self how to pronounce any word in the 
English language. It’s a great dea] like 
shorthand, you know. There are a cer- 
tain number of phonograms, each letter 
of the alphabet being one and the others 
being combinations of letters, such as

not pronounced, but the child knows it as 
a hiss—that is by the sound. <Any other 
letter is learned in the same way. 

“Ags a consequence the child is abl 
at sight, by knowing the phonograms, to 
pronounce any word he may happen to 
see and in learning by this method ac- 
complishes in a few months what it took 
his parents a couple of years to acquire,”’

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New York, April 6.—The cotton ma@*xet 
opened easy at a decline of 2@10 points, 
{in spite of rather betier cables than ex- 
pected and the outlook for continued 
light receipts. Immediately after the 
local opening Liverpool, which had shown 
relative firmness with private cables at- 
tributing the better tone to buying by 
spinners, eased off in keeping with local 
prices, while New Orleans also showed 
weakness. This caused further bear pres- 
sure here and the opening declines had 
evidently uncovered stop orders, the 
market during the first ten minutes ruled 
weak, showing a net decline of about 
[1@1i2 points. This level attracted sup- 
pért of a-very good character. Spot in- 
terests were fair buyers, particularly one 
large Philade:phia interest, and the mar- 
ket developed a much firmer tone. It was 


-estimated by well-pofted authorities that 


the curtailments in Fall River were not

| Realizing Mads Its Impreision With 


Closing Irregular. 


STEEL PREFERRED FEATURE 


Due to the Showing Made by Its 
Quarterly Report-Union ‘Pa- 
cific Continues To Hang 
Back—Money a Drag 
on Market. 


New York, April 6-—There was a 
breadth and variety again in the stock 
market today and some evidence of grow- 
ing outside interest. The largest part of 
the trading, however, was still in the 
handg of professionals and the early ac- 
tivity was not well maintained. The 
latter part of the day showed signs of 
lassitude in the movement. Large at- 
tention was given to the quarterly report 
of the United States Stee] Corporation, 
and the operations held on the showing 
played an importam part in the whole 
market. The wide opening in nitee 
States Steel preferred on the sale of 8,000 
Shareg at 59 3-4 and 60 1-4, an extreme 
advance of | 5-8, was evident that a con- 
siderable ‘short interest was disagreeably 
surprised by the character of the showing, 
The net earnings for the quarter were in 
excess of most of the previous estimates 
and much was made of the progressive 
imyprovement shown in the earnings from 
month to month and also to the growth 
of over 900,000 tons in the orders on 
hand compared with those reported on 
December 3! last. In the day’s considera. 
tion of the report, allowance was made for 
the normal influence of the season of 
the year in some improvement in the 
trade whether in good years or poor 
years. The same norma] tendency is 
looked for to continue the improvement 
for the coming quarter. The inclination 
was to draw a cheerful augury from the 
report, although some misgivings were 
caused by the reactionary movement in 
the stock after the opening. Union Pa- 
cific also continued to hang back with 
some effect upon sentiment. A contribu- 
tory causé to the reaction was the unex- 
pectedly heavy engagements of gold for 
export. The amount was not larger than 
had been looked for at the opening of this 
week, but yesterday’s movement in the 
exchanges seems to have averted the 
movement. Little importance is attach- 
ed to the outward flow of gold at this 
time, with money on call hard to’ lend 
eves below 2 per cent and with the intiow 
of Japanese gold at San Francisco still in 
progress.. The news of the sale of $14,-
